The  British  Scene

SOME  934  city  managers  were  on  the  job 
this  year  at  a like  number  of  towns, 
cities  and  metropolitan ‘centres  on  this 
continent.  Nlnety-flve  centres  adopted  the 
plan  last  year,  and  Sfty  others  have  fol- 
lowed suit  this  year  to  dale,  according  to 
the  records  of  the  National  Municipal 
League.  The  recent  adoption.*!  of  the  sys- 
tem have  arisen  from  the  .same  sort  of 
conditions  which  have  plagued  the  Greater 
Victoria  area  in  the  postwar  period;  too 
much  to  be  done  and  too  little  money  to  do 
tt  with,  overlapping  and  wa.ste  in  existing 
municipal  a/Tairs.  and  the  realization  that 
there  is  a better  way  available. 

The  growth  of  the  council-manager  move*' 
ment  is  an  iihpressivc  record  when  it  is 
understood  that  the  cities  in  which  such 
schemes  have  been  set  going  include  several 
large  centres  with  populations  of  more  than 
300,000.  ‘ Dayton.  Ohio,  often  pointed  out  as 
one  of  the  best-run  cities  on  the  Continent, 


adopted  the  city  manager  plan  years  ago. 
Portland's  lady  mayor  has  brought  up  the 
same  proposal  for  that  postwar  disrupted 
community  of  some  500,000  people.  These 
are  not  small  centres,  and  their  budgets  run 
into  the  millions  yearly. 

Anyone  who  has  stifdled  the  Greater  Vic- 
toria municipal  set-up  sincerely  must  have 
been  impressed  with  the  lhou(^t  that  this 
area  can  never  develop  Us  real  potential 
until  it  unites  and  brings  to  an -end  the 
present  Balkanizatioft  of  four  communities 
sitting  cheek  by  jowl.  Amalgamation  may 
never  come  unless  Victoria  City- first  sets 
iUi  own  house  in  order.  The  desire  to  do  so 
has  long  been  present.  What  Is  needed  now 
l.<i  action.  The  City's  affairs  must  be  put  in 
shape  not  only  to  coije  with  the  immediate 
present,  but  also  with  a bright  and  chal- 
lenging futpre.  We  cannot  remain  in  a rut. 
The  council-manager  plan  offers  the  best 
mean.s  of  getting  out  of  it.

I o^  Victoria  and  Reeves  of  adjoining 
municipalitie.s  of  the  move  to  establi.sh 
a central  testing  station  for  all  motor 
vehicles  ii^  Greater  Victoria  .offers  an  en- 
couraging sign  that  the  plan  may  be  put 
into  effect  In  the  near  future.  It  Us  to  be 
hoped  that  this  approval  in  principle  can 
be  translated  into  action  by  the  respective 
councils  without  the  delays  that  have 
marked  other  Inter-municipal  projects.  The 
scheme  has  born  canvassed  fully  by  Us 
.sponsors,  costs  of  installation  and  operation 
have  been  worked  out.  and  all  that  is  needed 
now  is  formal  agreement  among  the  coun- 
cils for  Us  enforcement. 

A mistaken  notion  seems  to  have  arisen 
in  some  quarters  that  compulsory  testing 
of  vehicles,  with  penalties  on  those  who 
fail  to  put  right  any  defects  disclosed,  is 
^signed  to  put  the  older  cars  off  the  road. 
Tliere  has  never  been  any  suggestion  that 
such  is  the  intention,  although  systematic 


tests  are  likely  to  .^how  up*  a good  many 
cars  that  should  be  on  the  scrap  heap  rather 
than  on  the  public  road.s.  The  essential 
purpose  of  periodical  testing  is  to  make 
every  car  owner,  whether  he  has  this  year’s 
model  or  one  of  1929,  remedy  mechanical 
defects  before  they  can  cause  death  or 
injury. 

Examination  of  vehicles. is  pne  of  two 
necessary  measures  for  ll\e  prevention  of 
traffic  accidents;  the  othw  is  periodical 
re-examlnation  of  drivers.  Vancouver  al- 
ready has  a car  testing  station  in  operation, 
and  It  looks  as^f  Victoria  will  establi.sh  one 
before  long>  Shown  these  examples  of 
municijial  enterprise,  the  provincial  author- 
ities may  yet  be  prevailed  upon  to  work  out 
a .system  whereby  the  efficiency  Qf  drivers, 
too.  can  be  determined  at  regular  intervals. 
The  physical  and  mental  condition  of  a 
driver  is  every  bit  as  important  as  the 
mechanical  condition  of  the  vehicle  he 
handles. 


Policemen  SItonhl  Be  Freed  From  Fatuity 


Is  ft  not  lime  an  end  was  pul  to  the  prac- 
tice of  wrapping  jxillcemen  In  fancy 
dress  and  setting  them  up  as  tourist 
album  pieces?  How  much  longer  must  they 
be  doomed  to  stand  like  stooges  before 
gawking  visitors  merely  to  create  a phony 
atmosphere?  Bobby  helmets  and  c4toker 
collars  represent  nothing,  for  they  arc  no 
- longer  symbolic  of  Victoria’s  police  force. 

If  the  shade.s  of  Old  England  must  be 
resurrected  from  an  ouliboded  post  in  order 
* to  appease  publicity  obsessions,  however, 
why  not  have  the  Mayor  meet  incoming 
boats  attired  in  knee  breeches  and  cocked 
hat?  Why  not  a, Town  Crier  with  an 
eighteenth-century  bell?  If  this  antiquated 
rigmarole  must  gcuon,  let  us*  go  the  whole- 
hog  and  depict  its  folly  in  lolo. 


The  policemen  concerned  do  not  favor 
the  assignment  imposed  on  them,  and  small 
• wonder,  Tliere  arc  other  and  more  im- 
portant things  the\.^hould  be  doing  than 
standing*  like  blue  totem  poles.  Nor  is  the 
ridicule  that  results  conducive  to  self- 
respect  and  morale.  City  Fathers  should 
substitute  themselves  for  the  policemen 
thus  made  guys  of  and  se^  how  they  like  it. 

In  any  case,  this  is  1949,  and  Victoria 
should  be  its  age.  This  city  demeans  its 
legitimate  attractions  when* it  stoops  to 
fatuous  pretence.  No  one  Is  deceived  by  it, 
« and  as  a concession  to  imaginary  beliefs 
about  this  community  the  practice  is  child- 
ish. Policemen  should  be  relieved  of  this 
camouflage  and  left  free  to  do  the  work 
they  are  engaged  to  do.

But  1 
was  wary  about  accepting  It,  for  wherever  I went 
I encountered  longer  working  hours  than  in  Can- 
ada or  the  United  Htates  of  America  To  my  eves, 
the  people  were  working  harder  than  here  Jt 
must  be  remembered  that  "slow-dnw-ns"  and 
atrlkea  whifh  get  such  wide  publicity  are  isolated 
examples.

filr.— In  a recent  reference  lu  rpad  casualt.rs 
you  aptly  summarised  requirements  as  "a  control 
ayatem  that  will  protect  children  and  at  the  same 
time  facilitate  the  flow  of  uaffle  " 

Perhaps  dur  city  fathers  and  police  might  cmi- 
alder  trying  methods  which  have  proved  cffecUvr 
in  London,  England. 

The  police  there  worked  for  yeata  on  the  as- 
sumption that. motor  drivers  were  all  crlmipaU 
and  that  the  best  control  wag  to  Impose  numerous 
speed  Umlts  of  20, 16  and  even  10  miles  per  hour. 
Portunatsly  they  kept  records  of  where  and  when 
the  casualties  occurred.  These  revealed  that  the 
danger  polnta  were  where  traffic  congcatlon  was 
worst.  Blowing  down  all  trafBe  necessarily 
caused  congestion.  They  also  learned,  what  any 
staff  officer- could  have  told  them,  that  the  car- 
rying capacity  of  a road  depends  on  the  speed 
of  the  traffic.  CorxsequsnUy  the  way  to  reduce 
congestion  was  to  aboUah  a lot  of  useless  speed 
limits  and  keep  the  vehicles  movlof  at  a steady 
and  fairly  fast  speed. 

The  traffic  pollet  cars  have  loud  speakers  on 
the  roofs;  slow  traffic  Is  shouted  at  to  speed  up 
or  pull  over  to  the  side  of  the  road.  The  majority 
of  police  court  cases  are  for  driving  to  the  dinget- 
of  the  public.  There  are  no  special  speed  Umita 
round  schools  or  playgrounds.  As  small  children 
are  liable  to  dash  out  of  the  gata  and  into  *hs 
road,  railings  were  built  along  the  outer  edge  of 


the  sidewalk  opposite  school  exits  Al  one  end -of 
the^alUng  they  have  a pedestrian  crossing 
cleany  marked  and  usually  controlled  by  lights. 
Instruction ' by  teachers  and  patrols  of  elder 
children  are  extra  desirable  safeguards.

Critics  Are  Criticized

New  YORK  - Two  years  ago  a 
group  of  Labor  members  of 
Parliament  who  had  been  journaUsts 
by  trade  raised  a hullabaloo  about  the 
monopoUsUc.  biased  and  maccuraie 
press  of  England.  No  doubt  they  were 
Indulgingiln  a feeling  that  many  news- 
papermen In  all  nations  sometimes  en- 
tertain—a desire  to  pillory  bosses 
before  an  approving  nation.  This 
group  of  hostile  M.P.'x  then  learned 
that,  despite  Labor  supremacy,  the 
tradltloos  of  England  have  a way  oL 
dealing  with  such  accusatlon»|ran 
orderly,  fair  and  impartial  A 

Royal  Commission  was  appolnl|n  to 
investigate  the  charges  and  to  report. 
The  report  has  been  made 
The  charges  have  rebounded  in  the 
faces  of  the  accusers.  Hiere  has  been 
no  proved  m^opoly.  There  are  no 
serious  external  pressures.  And  most 
of  the  faults,  which  no  one  denies,  are 
shared  by  proprietors  and  Journallsu 
alike. 

* * * 

It  might  be  well  if  the  American 
press  would  overcome  Us  reticent  mod- 
esty and  give  this  report  a full  treat- 
ment In  Its  own  columns.  For  the 
same  kind  of  charges  have  been  re- 
peatedly made  against  American 
newspapers,  nut  only  by  irresponsible' 
radlcals«but  by  high  Government  au- 
thorities. 

■ The  late  Pre.Mdenl  Roosevelt,  sin- 
cerely or  not,  held  the  notion  that 
newspaper  owners  dictated,  with  a 
precision  that  would  be  lantasilcally 
impossible  In  practice,  every  fact  and 
opinion  published  in  th^..papers. . 1 
remember  on  one  occa.sldn  Inat  Harry 
Hopkins  poured  out  a story  to  the 
eager  ears  of  his  boss  that  every  morn- 
ing after  the  President  made  a speech 
the  Morgan  partners'  W'ould  hold  a 
meeting  and,  after  deciding  on  a reply, 
would  telephone  their  orders  to  the 
editorial  writers  of  the  big  New  York 
papers,  -s 


Tlvc  facts,  which  I verified  for  my 
amusement  at  the  time,  were  that  the 
Morgan  partners  held  meetings  at  11 
o'clock;  that  many  of  them  had  doc 
had  time  to  read  the  President's 

a 

speech;  Uiat  they  had  financial  head- 
aches to  treat;  that  they  had  enough 
lo  do  without  trying  to  write  editor- 
ials; that  the  tollers  in  the  editorial 
offices  had  deadlines  to  meet  and  had 
to  figure  out  their  own  opinions;  and. 
flnolly.  that  in  any  decent  newspaper 
office  anyone  making  such  a sugges- 
tion. even  a Morgan  partner,  would 
have  been  told  about  the  nether  re- 
gl9n.s  as  a place  to  move  lor  permanent 
residence. 

But  Roosevelt  happily  entertained 
such  fania.<ucs  and  often  made  public 
his  accusations  of  bias,  monopoly  and 
(‘xt^mal  pressure.  President  Trumao. 
more  mildly  and  In  belter  humor,  has 
made  complaints  of  the  same  nature. 

* * * 

The  British  commission  reports  that 
'nothing  approaching  a monopoly" 
rxbits  and  that  In  the  past  35  years 
there  has  been  a strong  trend  away 
from  concentration  In  national  news- 
papers. iThe  appearance  of  fnonopoly 
comes  from  mass -circulation. 

'The  report  exonerates  the  publUli- 
ers  from  blame  for  bias  or  inaccuracy 
and  states  that  such  defects  arl.w>  from 
the  condition.^  under  winch  news  is 
gathered  and  printed  unti  from  the 
w-rlU-rs  themselves.  Ironically  enough, 
the  commission  found  -tluri  the  com- 
plaining M.P.’s  themselves  had  offered 
gross  violations  of  accuracy  in  their 
charges  and  that,  when  confronted, 
had  little  evidence  to  substantiate 
their  charges. 

TheTeport  concludes  That  the  press 
Itself  should  provide  means  for  self- 
regulation.  That,  tt  would  seem.  Is 
the  best  remedy  for  faults  which  are 
not  denied  on  either  side  of  the  At- 
lantic

Ulster  and  the  Crown 

(From  Ulster  Commentary,  Belfast) 


History  was  made  at  Westmin- 
ster by  the  passing  of  the  Ire- 
land Bill.  This  measure  was  a neces- 
sary sequel  io  the  action  of  the  Dublin 
Parliament  in  repealing  the  External 
RelaUens  Act  Ohua.  severing  the  last 
remaining  link  with  the  British  Crown) 
and  to  the  setting  up  of  the  fipu^iern 
Irish  Republic  as  an  entl|^  outside  the 
British  Commonwealth.  Vompllcaied 
‘questions  of  cltixenshlp  were  Involved 
and  It  wa.<(  imperative  that  these 
should  be  clarified.  Although  Ulster's 
constitutional  position  was  not  pf- 
fected,  the  bill  contained  an  Important 
clause  declaring  that  Northern  Ireland 
remains  part  of  the.  United  Kingdom 
and  wUl  not  cease  to  be  so  without 
the  consent  of  the  Ulster  Parllamml. 

There  has  never,  been  any  doubt 
about  Ulster's  attitude.  By  over- 
whelming majorities  .the  people  have 
proclaimed,  over  and  over  again,  that 
they  give  their  allegiance  to  the  King, 
that  they  treuure  thalr  Brltlih  clti- 
aenshtp.  and  that  their  determination 
to  remain  part  of  the  United  Kingdom 
aiM  Uic  British  family  of  nations  U as 
strong  as  ever  They  claim  the  right 
of  self-determination,  free  from  any 
external  interferenee.  and  this  is  re- 
asserted In  the  act  that  has  so  recently 
received  the  Royal  assent. 

The  Ulster  Prime  Minister  put  the 


whole  matter  to  a nuUlieU  when  he 
safd:  "If  Southern  Ireland  can  chooso 
lo  leave  the  Commonwealth,  we  with 
equal  rigiit  can  choose  to  slay  In  It." 

Mr.  Chuter  Ede  made  precisely  the 
same  point  during  Uie  WeslMinstec 
detote.  "Northern  Ireland."  he  said, 
"has  a very  considerable  population 
who.  by  origins  of  race  and  poliUcal 
associations,  And  themselves  more 
akin  to  Scotland  than  to  the  south  ol 
Treland.  They  form*  a well-marked 
sectfon  of  the  population  Uvarea  That 
can  be  reas^^isbiy  defined  geographic- 
ally. Their  desire  being  strong  to  re- 
main wiUv  Uic  United  Kingdom  and 
inside  the  Commonwealth,  we  hav8  no 
right,  as  fellow  memhers  of  the  United. 
Kingdom,  to  cx(>ri  them  from  an<as- 
Aoctstlon  which  they  value  and  which 
has  been  of  the  greatest  possible  value 
to  this  country. ' 

Such  being  the  {XMltlon,  the  Govern- 
ment and  people  of  Ulster  wilt  apply 
themselves  to  the  task  of  building  up 
the  prosperity  and  weU-belng^f  their 
area  and  of  those  larger  communlUrs 
throughout  iho  worjd  which  collec- 
tively make  up  the  British  Common- 
wealth Along  this  path  of  destiny 
they  have  already  made  marked  pnsi- 
ress  They  will  conitoue  to  follow,  their 
star,  convinced  that  It  will  guide  them 
to  the  goal  on  which  thetr  hearts  are 
set.*
